To a large extent, the Oxford English 
Dictionary’s rather laudatory definition of 
the sun (quoted above) reflects the reasoning 
behind the creation of International Sun Day. 

Sunlight has been described as the 
world’s only inexhaustible, non-polluting, 
safe, terrorist-resistant, and free energy 
resource. Even when the Sun is not 
shining, its energy is at work making the 
winds blow, clouds form, rain fall, and trees 
and crops grow. Although such basic 
information is known to most grade-school 
science classes, the oil, gas, and nuclear 
technology that surrounds us today often 
makes us forget the windmills, solar panels, 
woodstoves, and small hydro dams that 
have been with us for centuries. 

On 3 May, there will be an international 
celebration of the Sun. Activities will be 
taking place across Canada and the United 
States, and the Northern Alberta Chapter 
of the Solar Energy Society of Canada Inc. 
(SESCI) is sponsoring a number of activities 
from 28 April to 6 May. The activities that 
have been scheduled thus far are listed below. 
It is important to remember, however, that 
a Sun Day celebration can be as simple 
as wearing a sweater and the turning the 
thermostat down. 

From 1 to 6 May there will be a number 
of displays dealing with solar energy 
available for public viewing. The displays 
will be at Muttart Conservatory, the Janzen 
Nature Centre, Public Libraries, and at 
the Northern Alberta Institute of Technology. 

On 3 May, a panel discussion will be 
held at 7 p.m. in 2-115 Education North. 
The panelists will include T.L. Powrie of 
the Department of Economics, Dave Panar

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the Chairman of the Northern Alberta 
Chapter of SESCI. The focus of the 
discussions will be on the economics of 
renewable energy. 

On 4 May, there will be an evening of 
films beginning at 7 p.m. in the Music 
Rooms of the Centennial Library. Various 
films on solar and alternate energy will be 
shown, and there will be several members of 
SESCI present to answer questions. 
Admission is free. 

The Faculty of Extension has scheduled 
a two-day workshop to coincide with the 
week of activities. Course number 810 is 
designed to introduce basic concepts of 
solar energy for home and domestic hot 
water heating. Participants will learn to 
build in an inexpensive solar collector, 
and materials are included in the registration 
fee. Participants are requested to bring 
screwdrivers, hammer, hand saw, pliers, 
and, if possible, a propane soldering torch. 
No building experience is necessary. There 
will be three sections offered: section one 
on 27 and 28 April; section two on 
29 and 30 April; and section three on 
1 and 2 May. The registration fee is $50. 
Two other solar energy workshops are 
scheduled for May. A solar greenhouse 
workshop will take place on 13 and 14 May 
and a solar design course is scheduled for 
27 and 28 May. Registration forms and 
further information about these courses is 
available by writing to the Faculty of 
Extension, University of Alberta, Corbett 
Hall, Edmonton T6G 2G4. 

Finally, on 3 May, it is hoped that there 
will be a Sun Rise ceremony and breakfast 
at Hawrelak Park at 6:30 a.m. Plans for the 
Sun Rise ceremony are stil! tentative, and 
further information about any of the planned 
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acitivities and information and assistance 
for creating other Sun Day celebrations

ENERGY COSTS AND 
CONSUMPTION: 
ADMINISTRATION BUILDING 


The following information has been received 
from R.J. Burns, Director of Energy 
Management. This is the third in a 

series of articles illustrating energy 

costs and consumption on campus. 


Cost of utilities in the Administration 
Building went up 15 percent in 1976 over 
1975. Consumption is down 23 percent 
(See Table 3). 

A great deal of effort has been made by 
the Department of Physical Plant toward 
energy savings within the Administration 
Building resulting in the decrease in 
consumption. 

Tables 1 and 2 compare the 
Administration Building energy consumption 


and costs for fiscal years 1975/76 and 
1976/77. Note that the water and sewer 
consumption has decreased 80 percent in 
1976 over 1975. This decrease is due to a 
modification of the building system to permit 
use of air cooled refrigeration equipment 
for the computing facility, replacing 
domestic water cooling. 

In addition to illustrating the actual 
consumption, the actual energy units used 
in the various categories have been converted 
to their equivalent of kWh. This equivalent 
is described as Building Energy Ratio (BER) 
to simplify comparison of dissimilar units. 
The average BER of all buildings on 
campus is approximately 88 equivalent 
kWh/sq.ft./yr. 

Table 3 reflects increases in cost within 
the one-year span, even though consumption 
has dropped.

the University has decided to have the large 
panels further anchored to the building. 
Tenders have been called for this work, and 
operations are expected to start in April and 
continue through to August. The procedure 
involves drilling holes through the concrete 
slabs and into the building frame, followed 
by the insertion of appropriate anchor bolts. 
Some re-caulking may be done around the 
panels, but no removal of panels is envisaged. 
The work will be carried out by a suspended 
work-platform rather than by the use of a 
crane, and evacuation of the building for 
reasons of safety will not be necessary.
